HOLLAND LINEAGE 


(as prepared by Mre. Guy Atkinson, 140 East 46th Street, New York 17) 
October 1955 


Descent of James G. W. MacClamroch from Hardy Darden Holland has been satisfactorily proved. 


HARDY DARDEN HOLLAND; Son of James and Alice (Darden) Holland, married ist Jane 

Hardy Darden Holland appears on the Tax Lists, Isle of Wight County, Virginia, in 1806 as 
owner of 250 acres near Chapel Swamp. He was therefore of age at that time (1806) - prob- 
ably over 21. He was married before 23 November 1809, on which date he and his wife Jane 
Holland and his mother Alice Hobland sign an indenture conveying to Joshua Daniel land near 
Chapel Swamp, formerly the property of James Holland, deceased. Hardy Darden Holland died 
before 2 April 1824, on which date his estate was distributed. The identity of his first 
wife, mother of his surviving children, Jane , has not been determined. He married as 
his second wife, Jincy Clements. Isle of Wight County Deeds Book 21 page 165; Iale of

JAMES HOLLAND; Pather of Hardy Darden Holland, appears in Tax Lists 1782 as James Holland, 
son of Robert. James Holland married Alice Darden. Hoth Robert Holland and James Holland 
appear in the Census 1762 as heads of families. (James Holland, born 1770, married 1790 
Polly Harris, could not have been son of Robert - he would have been only 12 years old at 
this time - 1762). James Holland, son of Robert, was of age in 1782. Since he we married 
to Alice Darden before 1773, he was probably born about 1750. His wife Alice Holland was 
the daughter of Hardy Darden who signed his will 2 October 1773, in which he mentions daugh- 
ter Alice Holland. Even allowing for early marriages of those times, she was born not later 
than 1758 - probably earlier. The estate of James Holland who married Alice Darden was 
appraised 18 February 1801, signed by James Holland, Wiley Langford and George Clements. 

Qn 7 duly 1802 the account current of the estate of James Holland names Alice Holland as 
administratrix. In 1798-1801 Tax lists, Isle of Wight Coumty, the estate of James Holland 
is 300 acres. In 1602, Alice Holland, by will of James Holland, has 250 acres which she 
conveys to Hardy Darden Holland in 1806. Jn 1618 Tax Lists, Hardy Holland has 247 acres, 
having sold 34 acres "or thereabouts" to Josima Daniel in 1809 (see above). In her will 
dated 4 October 1611, proved 4 March 1816, Alice Holland leaves the bulk of her estate to 
her son Hardy Darden Holland. Isle of Wight County Wills Book 2 page 447; Iale of Wight 
Coumty Wills Book 2 page 711; Isle of Wight County Wills Book 14 page 106; Tax Lists, Isle 
of Wight County. 


ROBERT HOLLAND: Married Patience (Everett?). Appears in Tax liste 1762 ae father of James, 
and in Census of 1782. In his will dated 5 February 1797, proved 5 February 1799, he men- 
tions wife Patience; sons Everett and James; daughters Sally Davis, Betsy Randolph and Milly 
Hancock; Everett Holland "son of my son Bverett", grandson Robert Marshall, Charles, Everett 
and Nancy Holland. Hie grandson, Everett Holland, was presumbly of age, since he is men- 
tioned by name in the will, and no record of appointment of a guardian appears. Robert 
Holland had other grandchildren ~ his three daughters were all married. He was therefore 
not a young man when he made his will - probably about 70 years old - born 1715-1725. He 
resigned as Captain of Militia during the Revolutionary War. This indicates that he had 
reached, or was approaching the age limit (60-65). If he hed been a younger man, he would 
no doubt have been in the Continental Army, or an officer of the line. (Older men always 
served in the Militia). Robert Holland was a vestryman of the Brick Church as early as 1777. 
The Vestry was composed of older men, and he was probably of mature years at that time - 
perhaps 55 or 60 years of age. Tax Liste ~ Isle of Wight County;WilisofIsle of Wight County 
Book 2 page 183; Bodilie’s Isle of Wight County, 179, 166, 190.
